Heavy rains in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County early last night, 
caused the River des Peres, Deer 
Creek and numerous small creeks 
in the county to leave their banks, 
flooded streets and basements and 
marooned residents of a few dwell- 
ings in University City and Maple- 
wood so that they had to be car- 
ried from their homes. 

Seven houses were isolated in 
Maplewood by the overflow of Deer 
Creek, a tributary of the River Des, 
Peres. Residents of three of them 
on West Point drive were rescued 
by police, headed- by Chief John 
J. Ryan and Mayor Frank L. Mar- 
tini, in a flatboat, after the water, 
more than 9 feet deep in some 
places, had flooded the first floors 
tot the dwellings. Those taken off 
in the boat were: Mr. and Mrs. T. 
K. Holmes, and their. children; 
Theodore, 9 years old, and Janet, 
3, and a visitor Miss Lura * 
from 2534 West Point drive; 0 
and Mrs. Victor Kintz, and their 
22-year-old son, from 2530; Mrs. Mar- 
garet Capell, her daughter, Miss 
Alice Capell, Miss Jennie Stolze and 
Mrs. Ida Rhodes, from 2538. 


Flooded Cellars and Streets. 


The pipes into which the River 
Des Peres flows from its rip-rapped 
channel at Eastgate avenue in 
University City to take care of the 
rush of water, and the river backed 
up and flooded Cabanne, Chamber- 
lain, Eastgate, Westgate, Maple, 
Kingsland, Chamberlain and Crest 
avenues, and Olive Street road in 
the vicinity. There were—ficeded 
cellars and streets reported on 
Dartmouth, Big Bend, Vernon and 
Westmoreland avenues, 
Firemen waded into a res- 
dence at 6618 Chamberlain avenue 
and carried out a woman. They 
also carried two. children from a 
dwelling in the 6600 block of Crest 
avenue. 
The water was four or five feet 
deep and reached the first floors of 
apartments and residences on 6200 
Cabanne and North Drive. West- 
gate between Cabanne avenue and 
Olive Street road, and Kingsland 
avenue were blocked off by police 
because of high water. The Creve 
Coeur street car line was blocked 
at Kingsland. Passengers were 
taken around the flooded area in a 
bus, and continued their journey 
on the street car on the other side. 
A dozen automobiles in a base- 
ment garage in the 7300 block of 
Kingsbury avenue were almost 
completely covered with water. 


Bridges Washed Out. 


over the River des Peres at the 
Wabash railroad tracks was 
washed out. Bridges over creeks 
were washed out at the 1400 block 
of Leroy avenue in Wellston, on 
Edgar avenue between St. Charles 
and Natural Bridge roads, on Ed- 
mundson road north of St. Charles 
road, on Edgewood avenue south 
of Lillian avenue in Pine Lawn, 
and on the 8500 block of Kings- 
land avenue. The Pennsylvania 
avenue bridge over the River des 
Peres was blocked off by police be- 
cause of water. Damage to 13 
bridges in the county was estimat- 
ed at $40,000 by the County High- 
way Department.

Long said the Associated Indus- 
tries participated in the activities 
of one branch of the council, con- 
sisting of employer organizations 
dealing primarily with labor rela- 
tions. Other branches, he said, 
were those including State indus- 
trial associations and national trade 
associations. 

Each of the groups, he testified, 
was represented on the board of 
directors and the resolutions com- 
mittee of the N. A. M. 

Senator Thomas read from the 
organization agreement between 
the N. A. M. and the N. I. C., which 
set forth that the N. A. M. would 
provide headquarters, an executive 
staff and “educational” material 
fc: the council. In return, the 
council agreed among other things 
to “stimulate local expression” on 
the part of its members. 

Questioned by Thomas. 

Long urged Thomas not to believe 
that the local associations were 
“tailed to the N. I. C. kite.“ He 
said he could not recall any case 
where the N. A. M. or the N. I. C. 
had urged affiliates of the latter to 
make use of material provided by 
the N. A. M. 

There is nothing to remotely 
suggest direction of local organiza- 
tions by the N. I. C.,“ Long assert- 
ed. “The N. A. M. cannot control 
our activities. 

“If you did circulate such ma- 
terial you acted as a go-betweeri,” 
Thomas suggested.

“If laying the foundation of your 
organization was just plain baloney 
and ordinary kidding, isn’t all of 
your activity just plain baloney?” 
Thomas asked. 

“You're putting words in my 
mouth,” Long protested.

New Party of the Revolution 
Proclaims Mexico for Mexicans’

MEXICO, D. F., March 31. — A 
new “party of the revolution” came 
into being today to carry on the 
nation’s Mexico for Mexicans’ pro- 
gram, looking toward a society 
without classes in a Socialist state. 

The new party of laborers, farm- 
ers and soldiers is an extension of 
the Government party, taking over 
the organization of President Car- 
denas’ former National Revolution- 
ary party. Barba Gonzalez, head 
of the old party, was named presi- 
dent of the new. 

Its proposed platform, presented 
in convention last night, carries « 
call for “progressive nationalization 
of big industry” (like expropriation 
of the foreign-owned oil industry). 

The taking over of the oil indus- 
try from 17 American, British, and 
Netherlands owners brought United 
States representations asking how 
Mexico would pay indemnity. 

Opponents Ask Questions. 

A special session of Congress will 
take up the oil question April 11. It 
was ascertained that before then 
at léast 10 Senators were preparing 
to ask the President how Mexico 
would find foreign markets for the 
oil; what would the Government do 
about the mining industry, likely to 
be hard hit by United States sus- 
pension of silver purchases and a 
drop in the world price, and how 
would Mexico pay for the oil prop- 
erties. 

There has been speculation, with- 
out official action, that the oil com- 
panies might be paid in dil, al- 
though their spokesmen did not fa- 
vor this; or that the company man- 
agement might continue to operate 
the wells, applying profits to the 
debt.

OF HELIUM Tong 


Germany May Have to Give 
Up Effort to Obtain Gas 
for Zeppelins. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 31.—The 


Interior Department, in its desire 
to keep helium from military use 
abroad, has tightened its regula- 
tions governing sale of the gas. 
The regulations, disclosed today, 


are so rigid, persons close to the 
German Embassy said, it was con- 
ceivable that Germany would 
abandon its effort to obtain some 
of the gas for its trans-Atlantic 
Zeppelins. 

A shipment of helium already has 
been authorized by the State De- 
partment Munitions Board, but Sec- 
retary of Interior Ickes had with- 
held signing a contract with the 
German Zeppelin Co. on the ground 
that he could not insure against 
use of the gas for military pur- 


poses. 
Summary of New Rules. 

Ickes’ department, which controls 
the world supply of helium through 
a Federal monopoly on the gas, de- 
mands in the new regulations ap- 
proved by President Roosevelt: 

A bond satisfactory to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to be forfeited 
in case of failure to comply faith- 
fully with the regulations to remain 
in force as long as the helium sold 
remains “in captivity,” or for three 
years, 

Deposits ranging up to 120 per 
cent of the cost of the helium on 
both current and prospective ship- 
ments. 

Inspection by representatives of 
the United States of the use of the 
gas and the ship in which it is 
used, as well of reserve supplies. 

Examination by United States 
representatives of the processes of 
inflation. 

U. S. Could Send Observer. 

The latter rules mean that the 
United States would have the right, 
if Germany signs a contract with 
this country, to send an expert to 
Friedrichshafen or Frankfort, Ger- 
many, the main Zeppelin bases. 

A final rule authorizes the secre- 
tary to cancel all future deliveries 
and declare all deposits forfeited 
in the event of any violation of any 
rule, 

Germans calculate. they would 
have to put up $300,000 before they 
could buy helium from the United 
States. Be. 

The munitions board approved a 
shipment to Germany of 2,600,000 
cubic feet of helium and authorized 
a total allotment to the country of 
17,900,000, at a cost of a little 
more than 1 cent a cubic foot.

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ANOTHER DRUG TRAGEDY. 
A new drug for treatment of cancer was used re- 
cently on patients at Orlando, Fla. Seven of them are 
now dead of tetanus poisoning, four more are gravely 
ill and others may be stricken. 
Thus is repeated on a smaller scale the tragic ex- 
perience with elixir sulfanilamide, which cost 73 
lives last year. The drug in the Florida episode, 
known as ensol, is manufactured by a Canadian firm. 
It had not been placed on the market, says én offi- 
cial of the Federal Food and Drug Administration, 
but samples had been sent to physicians for clinical 
trial. Medical journals had warned against it. 
Senate bill S. 5, the revised Copeland pure food 
and drug bill, if it had been in effect, probably would 
have prevented the new tragedy. This bill for- 
bids new drugs to be sold in interstate commerce 
without a Government permit, issued only after 
stringent tests.

Up to the present, the dispute is between the Mex-

Moreover, a high-handed policy on the part of the 
United States might conceivably drive Mexico into a 
bargain with Japan or Germany that would be un- 
thinkable to the normal sympathies of the Mexicans. 

As to the controversy itself, the interests of every- 
body concerned would seem to dictate a compromise 
under which the oil companies would continue to 
operate, but with better pay and better working 
conditions for the men. National ownership of the 
oll properties is not an unsurrenderable feature of 
the Mexican President’s reform program. And an 
attempt on his part to operate the wells without any 
available market of any size and without the proper 
technical supervision may easily prove ruinous to the 
Mexican oil industry and the whole Cardenas regime. 
Nor will it be to the interest of the private owners 
to sacrifice their properties merely to demonstrate a 
principle. 

Failing such a compromise, it would be fair to ex- 
pect that the Mexican Government would arrange to 
pay for the expropriated properties in accordance 
with some just and disinterested appraisal of their 
value, President Cardenas has announced his inten- 
tion of making payment, in case the lands are re- 
tained, and there is no reason to suspect his good 
faith or to condemn the proposal as meaningless until 
he has had an opportunity to reduce it to practical 
working terms. 

Meanwhile, the situation clearly calls for the exer- 
cise of patience and good will on the part of the 
United States Government. At the moment, there is 
no clear evidence that our national rights have been 
infringed. Until such a time, there is no moral or 
practical reason why the good-neighbor policy should 
not be actively and sincerely maintained, 
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MUSSOLINI WARNS HIS PEOPLE. 


The Italian people know better what horrors the 


next war — “ tomorrow's war’—has in store for them, 
now that Mussolini has spoken. All who can @o so 
must move away from the cities, he warns; “all 
those who can organize their existences in small 
towns, in villages and the countryside.” War from 
the sky, destined to assume an even greater impor- 
tance in the future, is the menace against which he 
sounds the alarm. 

There can be no disagréement as to that menace. 
Ethiopia, China and Spain are unmistakably object 
lessons. But how much safer are the small towns, 
the villages and the countryside than the cities? 
In Spain, Madrid, Valencia and Barcelona have been 
bombed with merciless intensity. But Mussolini’s 
own aviators and bombing planes have had a hand 
in wiping whole Spanish villages and towns off the 
map, as his son Bruno could doubtless tell him. 

From such murderous efficiency, where can refuge 
be found? 
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DECLARING THE WINNER. 

A defeat for the public utility holding companies? 
Not at all, we are now advised. The Supreme Court's 
6-to-1 decision upholding the registration provisions 
of the Holding Company Act was in reality, accord- 
ing to one of the Washington commentators, à vie- 
tory for the utilities.” 

It is good to have this matter straightened out.

Now that the Supreme Court, speaking 
through Chief Justice Hughes, has expressly writ- 
ten the view of the 8 E C into an almost unanimous 
decision, it turns out to be a victory for the utilities 
after all!

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UNNECESSARY’ TRAFFIC SIGNS.

In the good old days that pleas- 
ant let-down from winter routines 
known as spring fever called, for 
just one thing: Sulphur and mo- 
lasses. Today we coax 
appetites with tempting dishes, 
especially with spring greens. 

Vitamins and mineral salts stored 
in green things pro de cheap 
health insurance. For a spring 
salad bowl those first tender leaves 
of the maligned dandelion have a 
real tonic content. ‘The delicate 
inner leaves of spinach and the 
dark green of watercress are like- 
wise prized by the salad epicure. 
For those of us who are more easi- 
ly “contented, lettuce plays an im- 
portant part in the salad course. 
There is the crisp head, or iceberg, 
the butterhead, romaine, and leaf 
lettuce. The rise to popularity 
of lettuce is recent, it can trace 
its origin back hundreds of years 
to a plant carried from Europe 
to the Himalayas. It derives its 
name from the “latuca” of cilassi- 
cal times, whose milky fluid served 
the Romans as a freckle remov- 
er and a sedative. 

Buying Points. 

A few buying points will help you 
when you do your marketing for 
the family’s quota of iron, 

Lettuce, and this goes for the 
other spring greens, should be fresh 
and crisp with tender leaves. Dead 
or discolored spots on the outer 
leaves indicate decay. A few brok- 
en leaves will not affect quality, 
and the reddish color at the bruises 
is due to a natural change and is 
not the sign of decay. Remember 
also, that the darker the green the 
higher the iron content. Those al- 
most white leaves of lettuce pro- 


vide practically nothing but . 
age.

In regard to April frosts, the rec- 
ords show that the average date of 
last killing frost, or freezing tem- 
perature, is April 3. This means 
that the chances of killing frost as 
late as April 3 are at least one in 
two. But by the 10th the chances 
are only one in four for killing 
frost, and by the. 18th, only one in 
six; by the 20th, one in 11; by the 
25th, one in 20; by the 30th, one in 
33. But killing frosts have oc- 
curred a few times in May, the 
latest date of record being’ May 
22, 1883, and the second latest, May 
2, 1875. In the last 65 years killing 
frost occurred after April 20 only 
six times and after April 15 only 
nine times. This year, 1938, vegeta- 
tion is so far advanced at the be- 
ginning of April that the danger 
from April frosts is greater than 
usual. 


PRIL average temperature is 
A the same as the annual aver- 

age at St. Louis, viz., 56 degrees. 
This is 20 degrees warmer than 
midwinter temperature and 12 de- 
grees warmer than the average for 
March. It is practically the same 
as the January average at Jack- 
sonville, Fla., and the June average 
at Eastport, Me. In the last 101 
years, April records show strong 
contrasts in temperature; for exam- 
ple, the coldest April was in 1857, 
with an average of 44 degrees, and 
the warmest was in 1844, with an 
average of 67 degrees. In recent 
times it averaged as low as 47 de- 
degrees (in 1907) and as high as 
63 degrees (1915 and 1925). 

Precipitation averages 3.81 inches 
for the month, making it the third 
wettest month of the year, it being 
exceeded by May and June in rain- 
fall. But it takes third place by 
only a slight margin. The April 
rainfall in this section, when it 
comes in normal fashion, is almost 
perfectly proportioned to the needs 
of vegetation and crops. But the 
normal is seldom exactly realized. 
Looking down a column of records 
for 101 years we find the amounts 
have varied from as much as 10.84 
inches (in 1893) to as little as 0.46 
inch (in 1895). There has seldom 
been anything like drouth in April; 
the month is more likely to be too 
wet than too dry. 

Thunderstorms come on five days 
in the month, according to the aver- 
age. The normal number of clear 
days is 11, partly cloudy 10, and 
cloudy nine. There is considerably 
more sunshine in April than in 
March, the normal of bright sun- 
shine per day being 7.7 hours in 
April.

T the beginning of the month the planets Mer- 
cury, Venus, Mars and Uranus are all in Aries 
and are low in the west at sunset. Mars, Mer- 
cury and Venus are in a line running west, with 
Venus quite low. Mercury is at its greatest distance 
east of the sun and is seen close to the western 


horizon. 


Venus is not clearly seen until the end of the 
month, when it is in Taurus, between the Pleiades 
Mars moves through Aries into Tau- 
the end of the month is just east of 
Venus. However, it is so far from the earth that 


it is very inconspicuous, especially so because of its
